ACTION AGAINST MOTORIST 
FAILS. 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

James M. Doyle (48), of Woodside, Barna- 
culla, was the plaintiff in a remitted action 
for compensation for personal injuries, saul 
to have been sustained at Shankill on Sunday, 
25th October, 1931, the defendant being 
Richard Langford, of Callinapercy, Miltown, 
County Kerry. The plaintiff's case was that 
he was returning from a football match and 
going to Shankill railway station. He crossed 
the road, having assured himself that there 
was no traffic coming in either direction, 
and was just mounting the opposite path 
when a motor car belonging to the defend- 
ant, travelling at a fast speed, struck him. 
He was thrown on to the bonnet of the car, 
carried some twenty yards before he fell off, 
and then two wheels of the car went over 
him. His spinal muscles were injured, he 
was unable to stoop or work at his occupa- 
tion of stonecutter, and his disability was 
permanent. 

Mr. K. Dockrell. K.C., and Mr, T. C. 
Tobias (instructed by Messrs, Keating and 
Keating), appeared for the plaintiff; and 
Mr, William Black (instructed by Messrs. 
Little, QO hUadhaigh and Proud) for the 
defendant. 

The defendant said that he was travelling 
at twenty-five miles per hour when he saw 
Doyle, about twelve yards away, get off the 
right-hand footpath and start to run across 
the road to the left. He jammed on his 
brakes immediately, but an accident was 
inevitable if Doyle kept on running, as the 
witness could not swerve to the left except 
at the risk of hitting a number of people. 
Doyle did keep on running, and was hit by 
the right head-lamp of the motor car. This 
threw him on to the mudguard, on which he 
was carried $ome distance before being 
dropped on the roadway. The front and rear 
wheels on the right side of the motor car 
then passed over him. By actual test the 
witness had found that, when the car was 
travelling at twenty-five miles per hour, his 
brakes stopped the car in ah ó yards. 

After hearing evidence at length, Judge 
Shannon dismissed the action with costs, 
remarking that the unfortunate plaintiff 
either erossed the road without looking on 
either side, or, seeing the motor car, thought 


that he would have time to run across in 


front of it. He was thus the author of his 
own misfortunes, as the motorist could not 
be expected to anticipate that a person walk. 
ing on a footpath would suddenly take it 
into his head to cross to the other side.

The man 
who grows cereals or roots or breeds cattle 
is a citizen in a most complicated common- 
wealth, which is mainly dominated by towns- 
men. Bound to the industrial machine, he 
has latterly invoked the aid of those ex- 
pedients Lins which, hitherto, he has 
euffered—tariffs, quotas, prohibitions of all 
kinds—and he is forced to consider how 
supply and demand are likely to affect his 
market. It is in this connection he is brought 
up against ‘‘ margins ” and “ surpluges.”’ 


The Slump in Britain and America. 


The first fact that stands out in an inquiry 
as to how far the cropping of land or the 
breeding of cattle is going to be lucrative 
or efficient in ‘the near future is that the 
severe slump which has hit agriculture every- 
where is not going to cease suddenly, though 
it may have reached its lowest point. 
careful American writer warned his agricul- 
tural readers nearly two years ago that the 
general level of commodity prices was likely 
“to decline below pre-war before many 
years.”” It is doing so, and, as always, the 
farmer finds that his prices run down hill 
quicker and faster in a slump than other 
people’s. In a striking letter to TÁe Times 
a few weeks ago, the President of the Cen- 
tral Landowners’ Association pointed to re- 
ductions since 1930 in the sale price of 
lambs in Hampshire of 50 per cent. and in 
Northamptonshire of over per cent., of 
sheep in Wales of 50 per cent., store cattls 
in Carmarthen and Cardigan of 35 per cent., 
pork pigs in Pembroke of 50 per cent. an: 
potatoes nearly 50 per cent. ‘The Govern- 
ment of Britain is attempting by various 
artifices to readjust this situation, from 
which, incidentally, Irish farmers are suffer- 
ing. An election poster in the American 
Presidential struggle (issued in the interests 
of the successful candidate) told the farmers 
of an important dairying paper a few weeks 
ago that wheat had reached the lowest price 
since 1894, and maize and hogs the lowest 
since 1896. How far, if at all, the reversal in 
political fortunes between the “ins” and 
the “ outs “” is going to improve the American 
farmers’ fortunes lies, fortunately, outside 
our present inquiry, but it will probably 
involve some fresh interference with the 
agricultural situation, no doubt ‘well meant, 
and just possibly helpful. Meanwhile, in 
Canada, too; wheat fell last month to a new 
record minimum price. Such a slump will 
not rapidly reverse itself. 


Marginal Land, the Marginal Cow, 
and the Marginal Farmer. 


Whilst these things are occurring, it be- 
comes inevitable that, if farmers would ward 
off bankruptcy, they must inquire into ques- 
tions of “marginal” land and “surplus” 
farming. Marginal land has been defined 

| “just on the borderland of profit- 


A LTHOUGH farmers may doubt whether 


Canada an 


is incomplete. We must distinguish between 
land whose quality, situation and condition 
places it outside the potentialities of profit- 
because the money necessary for 
improving or reclaiming it would absorb too 
high a cost for too long a time, and the land 
which is not profit-making now, not because 
of inherent defects, but because it is not 
Tt must be remembered 
that what might have passed for fair skill 


a decade or two ago is not: now good enough 
to face competition abroad, or even, per- 
haps, at home. Here the question of “ mar- 
gin ” arises, ; 

As the guantity of milk per cow is slowly 
levelled up, the farmer whose levols remain 
unaltered may. find himself working at a loss. 
The same applies to the quantity of butter 
fat sent to the creamery. The measure to 
apply is not necessarily the butter fat per 
yallon, considered apart from the gallonage, 
but the butter fat por cow measured against 
the costs of purchase for cattle, feed, over- 
head expenses, labour (if employed), and, 
of course (on the other side of the account), 
sale of calves and of the milker herself, 
where she is sold. And this is only part of 
a complex series of accou.... But if thev 
are not kept, examined and considered, how 
can the farmer know that. his land, however 
good: in itself, is not ‘‘marginal land '-— 
for him? ft may be replied that it is the 
cow, not the land, that is marginal. That is 
true, but the land and its products—all 
of them and not only butter—must 
be considered together. Herd-testing, milk- 
testing, i a ing yields, produce for all 
crops—if all these are not considered, im- 
proved, weighed up against costings (includ- 
ing, of course, rent, rates, labour, transit, 
every necessary outlay, in fact), the producer 
may rapidly become a marginal] farmer, and, 
rib 8" may bring down prices not only 
for himself, but for his neighbours. 


Readjustments and Costings. 


But a question arises, and it is not easily 
answered off-hand: what guarantee has the 
farmer that when he has produced the largest 
oy a the commodity he is raising, and 
of the best quality, too, that he is not merely 
helping to glut the market, and so working 
against himself? He has, alas, no definite 
guarantee, He can give himself some degree 
of protection by a study of market reports, 
and we believe a form of association amongst 
farmers. practised in some of the United 


States, the “ Enquiry Club *’ would be well | 


worth examining and starting in Ireland. We 
are glad to observe that a kindred organi- 
sation, Young Farmers’ Clubs, has begun to 
ramify in Northern Ireland. But the 
farmer’s life offers no assurance of constant‘ 
lucrative results. Perhaps, the principal cer. 
tainty facing him under existing conditions ‘s 
that if he does not succeed by producing the 
maximum his farm can yield, and of the best 
quality. it is fitted to produce, he will not 
succeed at all. 

There is one way, however, in which he 
inight, by fresh co-operative efforts, improve 
his market: by well directed publicity hased 
on a study of existing demand ahd supply. 
We have reason to believe that our milk 
supply, for instance, has reached too low a 
level, and might be increased, whilst 
—durin the wanton economic “war” 
of. to-day—it is doubtful if we. could 
usefully increase our supply of beef. 
A ome for increased meat-eating is 
scarcely likely to prove effective in Ireland 
or in Britain at present. A inilk campaign 
might be effective in both countries, and the 
need for it in Ireland is clear, as we consume 
about one-third as much as Switzerland and 
less than half Sweden’s. But, whether the 
farmer’s aim is more and better milk or 
whether he hopes to make increased cropping 
pay, he must study his costings more nar- 
rowly, The study may prove that he is not 
spending enough on the cultivation of his 
land, the quality of his seeds and manures, 
the cost of his cattle feed, or that he is 
aes too much. It is on these factors 
that the relations of margins and surpluses 
will often ultimately turn. But so-called 
surplus is itself a complex factor in the farm- 
ing of to-day, and we hope to examine it 
separately.

PNEUMATIC TYRES FOR 


FARM: CARTS. 


——&s—— 


UR Agricultural Correspondent was 
() recently afforded striking evidence of 
the advantages of Dunlop pneumatic 
land tyres on an ordinary horse-drawn farm 
cart. , The sectional width of eight inches 
allowed the cart to move smoothly over soft 
sandy soil, deeply rutted cart tracks, and 
througl, muddy gatoways. For a one-horse 
vehicle the usual load with these tyres over 
fields or ploughed land is a gross of two 
tons. As much as 36 cwt. has actually been 
drawn over broken ground without difficulty 
in half the time that an iron-tyred vehicle 
would take. Grass remains undamaged after 
a vehicle fitted with these land tyres has 
passed over it. Proof of this can be seen 
at the Royal Dublin Golf Club, Dollymount, 
where heavy loads of sods and sand have to 
be carted right across the greens with the 
least possible injury to the turf, ‘The cart 
used in this connection was built by Mr. 
James. J, Jolley, at Santry, Co. Dublin, and 
is from four to six ewt, lighter than the 
ordinary farm cart, while its low loading 
level greatly facilitated the work of loading. 
The rubber used in the wheels is bnecall? 
compounded to resist farmyard acids, and the 
risk of puncture is stated to be negligible. 
Where manure has to he carted on to 
the land carts fitted with these tyres should 
be especially valuable. The land tyres used 
on’ the cart illustrated are 8.00-19 inches, with 
a pressure of 20lb. for field work. These 
tyres, with a pressure of 40ib., can be use- 
fully used for road work.

| RUBBER TYRED FARM CARTS. 
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WORK IN THE POULTRY 
YARD. 


SELECTING THE BREEDING 
STOCK.

-“ 


ARTICULAR attention should be now 
P given to the selection of breeding 
stock in the poultry yard. The 
breeders should be, as far as possible selected 
from birds now completing their ullet year's 
laying. If these birds are still in lay an 
effort should be made to stop laying so that 
they may have a rest and be in good condi- 
tion to commence laying when hatching eggs 
are required. A change of quarters and a 
ration of grain will usually bring about cessa- 
tion of laying. 

The greatest care is necessary in the 
selection of the breeding stock, as it is on 
this ‘selection that future success depends. 
Birds showing any weakness, fault or 
deformity should be rigidly excluded. 
Freedom from the disease known as bacillary 
white diarrhea cannot be expected in the 
chickens unless the breeding stock are free 
from the disease. It is, therefore, important 
to breed only from blood-tested, disease-free 
stock, or to obtain eggs for hatching from 
such stock, 

Care should be taken to see that during 
the shortening days the birds obtain adequate 
quantities of food. A reduction in food con- 
sumption results in a decréased egg produc- 
tion. A eee of dry mash should he left 
before the birds at all times, and, in addition, 
a daily feed of mash, wet with séparated 
milk, will be found advantageous. A plenti- 
ful fee Ks of fresh, clean water should he 


pro 
Lice and red mite lower egg production. 
The painting of the tops of the perches with 
undiluted nicotine sulphate before the birds 
go to roost will exterminate lice. Paraffin 
oil, applied either alone or mixed with lime- 
wash to the. interior of the house, the perches 
and perch supports, will kill red mites. 
Attention & ould now ‘be given to the 
finishing . of .. turkeys. for the Christmas 
market. Only foods which produce white 
flesh, such as barley meal, oats, pollard, 
boiled potatoes and separated milk, should 
be fed.

THE BOUNTY ON DEAD. 
POULTRY.

A HINT TO PRODUCERS. 
7, HE present crisis may yet be responsible 


for producing some very fruitful re- 

sults, if it succeédg in awakening the 
‘poultry-keeper into taking action to defend 
his rights, Therefore, if a beginning is once 
made, and a number of poultry-keepers com- 
bine in exporting their fat turkeys direct to 
some reputable cross-Channel bayers, they 
will soon discover the advantages which can 
be reaped. It would appear well worth 
while, even where. co-operative poultry 
societies and other similar organisations do 
not exist, for a number of Fia cogun of table 
poultry to combine in shipping their goods 
direct this season. Even if only five or six 
producers united, it would enable them to 
secure the full benefit of the bounty, such 
as it 1s. 

The marketing inspectors of the Depart- 
ment, no doubt, would give any assistance 
necessary with regard to supplying lists of 
reliable purchasers, and also with practical 
hints regarding the methods of packing, etc. 
It remains only for some enterprising person 
in each district where there are flocks of 
turkeys “being given away for next to 
nothing,” to take the initiative and secure 
the co-operation of his neighbours. Each 
producer could agree to send along so many 
birds, all properly fattened, killed, and 
trussed, on a certain day to the central depot, 
where each could take a hand in the packing. 
In proportion to the number of birds, each 
person would .\bear a share of the freightage 
and cost of packing, 

Apropos of this latter, it is well to 
emphasise the fact that no bounty will be 
payable to exporters unless the birds are 
packed m standard packages approved by 
the Department. Consignments sent in boxes 
or packages ‘varying in a marked degree from 
the specifications of the regulation cases must 
incur delay in payment of the bounties, and 
claims for such consignments will need to be 
accompanied by documentary evidence of the 
net weight. ‘‘In no circumstances will the 
bounty be paid on poultry exported in 
hampers, tea chests, sacks, soap boxes or 
other receptacles, or through parcel: post.’’ 
Also the bounty may be reduced or even re 
fused on any consigument reported to be 
improperly packed, as, for instance, with 
straw, or in dirty or secondhand cases. 


Packing and Grading. 

Bearing these points in mind, the first 
thing. for the prospective exporter to do is 
to segure the estimated numbey of standard 


packages, which may be obtaindd from box- | 


makers to the trade. These'nre usually 
sent out in sections, which are easily ham- 
mered together. When packing the birds, 
the cases ought to be lined with white paper 
and the birds laid in rows, so tight as that 
they will not jostle against cach other in 
transit, They should be placed breast up- 
wards, with the heads and necks underneath 
the body. Grading is strongly recommended. 
In fact, it is necessary in order to secure top 
prices. That is why it would be probably 
more advantageous to have a central packing 
depot, for if each producer on a small scale 
were to grade and pack one’s own the pro- 
cess would prove more expensive. 

Correctly speaking, there should not be a 
difference of more than half a pound between 
birds in any one case, and where there is a 
large quantity of birds it pays -well to do 
this. With regard to packing, remember 
that it should never take place until the 
birds are quite cold. Cases should be marked 
outside with the initials of the sender and 
the grade, as well as the nett weight of 
the hi A slip inside the case should 
contain the full name and address of the 
sender. and consignee, and again, particulars 
of the consignment, and, of course, always 
an advice should be sent by post on the 
day of despatch. 

It should be unnecessary to mention that 
all birds so exported should be sent out in 
a proper and attractive condition. For at 
least two weeks before killing they should 
be put in a fattening coop, or, in the case 
of turkeys, restricted in liberty and fed 
liberally on good fattening mixtures, such as 
round oats, barley neal and fine Indian. 

There possible milk should be used to 
moisten the foods, as, in addition to its 
fattening properties, it aids greatly in pro- 
ducing the white flesh so much in demand. 
Ducks and geese, contrary to: their genera! 
treatment, require also to be properly finished 
by the provision of additional food for a 
few weeks, Potatoes boiled and mixed with 
ground oats, pollard or barley meals are 
very suitable for this purpose. Before killing 
always fast birds for at least twenty-four 
hours, and immediately after killing pluck 
cleanly, without tearing the flesh. 

A cushion of feathers is usually left on 
the backs of turkeys for export, to prevent 
bruising. Feathers are also left on the neck 
and on the wing tips. After plucking, the 
birds should be singed to remove the hairs, 
being most careful not to blacken or scorch: 
the skin. A small lamp in which methylated 
spirit is used gives a clear flame suitable for 
the purpose, at a trifling cost.

Memories of Fi airview 


St. Lawrence O'Toole. 


In the spate of political and other in- 
terests last week the memory of Lawrence, 


or Lorcan, O'Toole, Archbishop of Dublin} 


in the days of Henry’s invasion, seems to 
have been swallowed up. It was\in 1162, 
after the victory of the Leinster men over 
the Danes of Dublin, that Lawrence was 
preferred from the abbacy of Glendalough 
to the See of Dublin, owing his appoint- 


ment largely to the fact that he was 


brother-in-law of Dermot Macmurrough. 
In that position he displayed a vigorous 
national spirit, as well as considerable 
administrative ability. In the whirligig 
of time that involved his brother-in-law 
with the Normans, whom he had hired to 
his own ends, Lawrence played a strongly 
Irish part, actually being instrumental in 
calling to the assistance of Irish interests 
the recent enemy, the Norse. It was he 
who persuaded Gothric of Man to equip 
a flotilla which was to bring the Norse 
Asgall into the fight against the Norman 
foe. He was signatory to the proclama- 


slaves as contributory to the parlous state 
of the country—a proclamation laudable 
in itself. but affording an inopportune 
support to Henry’s claim that Ireland 
was abandoned to un-Christian behaviour. 
He held out long for the national Church, 
succumbing only to the Papal authority 
put forward by the King, and, indeed, 
died on his way home, at Eu, in Normandy, 
after presenting the grievances of Ireland 
at a Lateran Council in 1180. His heart 
is said to repose to this day in his 
cathedral in Dublin.

Many adventurous 
spirits have wished to ride on this convey 
ance, but I do not think their desires 
have often been gratified. I was much in- 
terested, however, when a friend told me 
of an incident connected with this train 
which seems worthy of being recorded.

Fortunately, nobody was hurt and 
no damage was done, but its said that the 
Fairview gulls fled shrieking from the re- 
marks which were exchanged between the 
astonished councillors and the amateur 
driver, as they scrambled: out of the over- 
turned “ express. 


Humane Slaughter. 


IT am very glad to hear that as from 
to-day Bray Urban Council—in other 
words, Mr. P. J. Meghan, Commissioner 
for the Borough—will enforce a by-law 
Making the use of the humane killer com- 
pulsory «in all slaughter-houses. Bray 
thus acquires the honour of. being the 
first: town in the Free State to adopt the 
humane-killer as a compulsory method of 
slaughter. For some obscure reason, during 
the lifetime of Mr. Cosgrave’s Government, 
Dáil Eireann rejected a bill to make the 
humane-killer compulsory in the Free 
State; and although on that occasion 
Fianna Fáil seemed to be in favour of the 
measure, nothing has been done by the 
present Government to repair a re- 
grettable error. It is difficult to find an 
argument against the compulsory use of 
the humane-killer, and, now that Bray has 
set the example, we may hope that the 
movement in favour. of it will spread 
throughout the country. 


An Ancient Church. 


I stppose the Church of St. Doclough, 
near Balgriffin, which I had an oppor- 
tunity of —ws recently, must be one 
of the oldest in Ireland. According to 
Wakeman, this unique building was at 
one time classed with the stone-roofed 
chapels and oratories of the ancient Irish 
saints, but it is really an example of 
early “ Pointed’’ architecture, “in the 
erection of which the architect appears 
studiously to have avoided every principle 
of Gothic composition , except variety.” 
It is said that St. Doolough, who was an 
inclosed. anchorite, lived. about the year 
600, and had a cell at this spot. The 
church, however, belongs to the latter 
part of the thirteenth century. It is ob- 
long in shape, with a.stone roof of great 
strength, and a battlemented tower in the 
centre. Seven hundred years of exposure 
to the elements seem to have had little 
effect either on this remarkable structure 
or-on the stone-roofed octagonal building 
which covers the well, just beyond the en- 
closing wall. 


St. Doolough’s Well. 


It does not seem to be known whether 
the well of St. Doolough is coeval with 
the church, but even up to recent times 
it was thought to possess miraculous 
powers. The spring rises through a 
circular basin, cut out of a single stone. 
In the seventeenth century a member of 
the famous family of Fagan. of Feltrim, 
had the interior of the building which 
surrounds the wéll decorated with paint- 
ings and an inscription celebrating the 
virtues of the spring. These symbols of 
devotion aroused the wrath of one Sir 
Richard Bulkeley, who caused them to be 
destroyed on visiting the place on his 
return from the Battle of the Boyne. 
Curiously enough, this warrior, who was 
physically deformed, was not himself 
devoid of superstition in other directions. 
Shortly afterwards he fell into the hands 
of quacks, who undertook to restore him 
to his proper shape for a consideration. 
IS is said that he was on the point of 
dividing his estates in equa] shares among 
the impostors, when his death intervened, 
and secured the property to his legitimate 


heirs.

EFFECTIVE PERFORMANCE 
OF “ THE CREATION.” 


For the opening concert of this, the two 
hundredth and ninety-fiíth season, the 
University oí Dublin Choral Society pre- 
sented Haydn's “ The Creation ” yesterday 
afternoon in the Examination Hall of Trinity 
College. 

As has been his practice for some time, 
Dr. George Hewson, the conductor, dispensed 
with brass and woodwind instruments, rely- 
img on the pianoforte to supplement the 
strings. In all the circumstances and in such 
a building, where the acoustics play such 
tricks, it is a satisfactory arrangement, 


especially as the pianist on the occasion (Miss 
Betty Hewson) provided some very beautiful 
playing, as, for instance, in her accompani- 
ment of Gabriel’s air “On Mighty Pens,” 

The performance’ was, on the whole, very 
satisfactory, after one had attuned the ear 
to an ensemble where the scarcity of tenor 
voices threw the singing rather out of balance; 
hut the half-dozen tenors deserve credit for 
the wholehearted manner in which they threw 
themselves. into the work. There was a 
delightful freshness and sparkle about the 
so rano line that sent the music dancing 
along. The contraltos and basses also 
sounded rich and full. 

The string tone was nice and warm, and 
under the lead of Signor Grossi gave admirable 
support to Dr. Hewson’s reading of the work. 

Haydn's music ig so singularly expressive 
that one cannot fail to catch its significance. 
He broke through the old conventions by 
frankly introducing his own native folk music. 
and writing in the same vigorous yet direct 
and simple style. Listening to the work 
yesterday one was constantly reminded of 
Mozart, and with the reminder came the 
thought of Mozart’s*remark of how much he 
owed to Haydn, just as Haydn owed much 
of his richer style and the fuller mastery 
of orchestral effect to Mozart. This influence 
is manifest in the rich colour of “The 
Creation,” and this was well brought out by 
the wear. 

The soloists were:—Mrs. Mabel Thrift 
‘soprano), Mr. John (ill (tenor), and Mr. 
Wesley Guard (baritone), and, on the whole. 
they carried their lines well. Mrs. Thrift 
sang the beautiful air “ With Vendure Clad ”’ 
with great artistry—her voice being well over 
the music and her phrasing perfect.

HOW DEFLATION CAUSED 
DISTRESS.

R. G. A. DUNCAN, F.,T.C.D., gave a 
VI lecture. yesterday in the Graduates’ 

Memorial Building, Trin.ty College, on 
‘‘Some Aspects of the Present Depression. 
He will give a second lecture on the same 
subject to-morrow afternoon. 

Economic depressions, he said, were not a 
new thing in the history of the world, but 
the present one was remarkable m bein 
much more severe than any of those wh. 
had gone before it. During the last three 
years unemployment in thirteen European 
countries had jumped from four and a half 
millions to its present level of twelve and 
a quarter millions, and, though such an in- 
crease had happened before, it had never hap- 
pened on such a scale. 

fhe present crsis had been sterted by the 
collapse on the New York Stock Exchange 
in 1929, and, while this was not regarded 
seriously at first, it quickly became apverent 
that the depression was steadily widening. 
At the moment the situation was looked on 
in a spirit of extreme pessimism which was 
not altogether justified, and the ideas that 
capitalism had collapsed and that some other 
system must be put in its place were 
erroneous. 

After analysing the Wall street crash, he 
said thet the suddenness of the financial crisis 
which followed it was due to the apparent 
stab.lity of affairs at that time. In reality 
the position was most unstable—it resembled 
a house of cards, and, one card being knocked 
down, the rest tumbled after it. ! 

The history of the depression was associated 
closely with war debts, gold and tariffs, and 
these three factors were closely bound toge- 
ther. The depression was in part due to 
unavoideble causes, but it also arose from 
the deliberate decisions of a small body of 
men. who must have been aware of the 
results which were likely to follow. The 
sufferers in the present situation should be 
told that their misfortunes were not alto- 
“Deg due to fate, but to avoidable human 
olly. : 

The policy of deflation by various creditor 
countries after the war made the payment of

reparations much more difficult, and’ caused 
more distress than if this policy had not been 
embarked on. America’s gold policy, also, 
led to a shortage of gold in other countries, 
and consequently to a downward tendency of 
prices and an increase in unemployment, 

The Dawes Plan had the appearance of 
settling the whole problem of reparations, but 
there were several other faeters underneath. 
In England, when the gold standard was re- 
stored, the currency had been stabilised at 
too high a level, and this meant an increase 
in imports and a depression in the export 
trade. France and Belgium committed the 
opposite fault of stabilising at too low a 
level, and this also led to distress. 


REPARATIONS. 

As regards the question of reparations, 
there were three ways in which it was pos- 
sible to collect them—in goods, in gold, or 
by credit—but the principal creditor nations, 
France and America, had never properly faced 
up to the problem. — 

The simplest means of collection was by 
goods, and there was, in fact, no other way 
if it was a question of a permanent tribute 
from one country to another. But this in- 
volved the creation of a surplus export market 
by the debtor nation, and consequently the 
driving out of the market of foreign com- 
petitors, which, in its turn, would lead to 
increased unemployment in the creditor 
countries. In the vresent case the issue was 
not faced. Germany was asked to pay her 
reparations in goods, and at the same time 
those goods were prevented from coming in 
py the raising of tarifis against them. 

Another means was by the export of gold, 
but this was dependent on the creditor nation 
allowing a rise of prices to take place inter- 
nal!y. and neither France nor America would 
do this. The third way was to leave the debts 
unpaid, and that had been done to a certain 
extent. America had granted loans to Ger- 
many which outweighed the money coming in 
to them. It was not, of course, an ultimate 
settlement when this system was adopted, for 
the debt would have to be paid in one way or 
another eventually 

France had adopted this means also, but, 
whereas the American loans were generally in 
the form of long-term investments in German 
firms, etc., the French loans were loans to States 
and were accompanied by political conditions. 
The danger of the French system was that 
their loans. could be liquidated at short 
notice, and France was thus in the position 
to put the screw on foreign countries when- 
ever she chose.

* Sir Wilham Taylor, performing the unveil- 
ing ceremony, said that John Alfred Scott 
was born in Dublin, of English parentage, In 
1854. He received his early education in 
County ay querer L.,R.C.P. and 
8.7. in 1881, e went to 
Dublin, and obtained his B.A. and M 
Degrecs in 1 in which year he also 
obtained the Fellowship of the Royal College 
of Surgeons, Ireland. In 1893 he took his 
M.D. Degree in Dublin University, and was 
annointed a Professor of ‘Physiology and 
Hictology in the amalgamated schools of the 
R.C.S.L, the Carmichael, and Ledwich School 
in Qetober, 1889. He held that professorship 
until his death in 1926, He also held the 
post of Pathologist in the Adelaide Hospital, 
Dublin, and he was a member of the Science 
Committee of the Royal Dublin Society. 


HIS VERSATILITY. 

In his early days Scott was not what he 
would call a popular lecturer, but he knew 
from personal experience that if the professor 
saw a student anxious to learn he would 
take him into his room and tell him all he 
knew of the subject. He was a man of 
extraordinary versatility of mind from a 
scientific point of view. He was a 
physiologist, a biologist, and a pathologist, 
and, in addition, was a great authority on 
photography for about fifty years. He did 
an extraordinary amount of photographic 
research work, and perfected by mathe- 
matical methods the exposure necessary for 
cach hour of every day of the year. This 
he did by calculating the rate of absorptior 
of the hght due to the position ol the sun. 
Ha believed that this was recognised as one 
o. the greatest scientific achievements in 
photography. Scott's work with Professor 
Joly, of the Royal Dublin Society, laid the 
foundation of the modern development of 
colour photography by the screen-plate pro- 
cess, is scientific work was done purely 
for the love of science. He never com- 
mercialised any of it, and had his commercial 
instincts been developed in the proportion of 
one per cent. of his scientific instincts, Scott 
would have died a comparatively rich man. 

Referring to the late Mr. Scott’s interest 
in the Royal Zoological Gardens, he said 
that one of Scott’s greatest pleasures was a 
visit to the Gardens. An honest man him- 
self, he was an uncompromising enemy of all 
quacks and humbugs.

Mr. Justice Creed Meredith, M.A., D.Litt., 
and Professor Thomas Gillman.

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that 
that was a matter for an engineer, preferably 
a Dutch engineer, as they were the recognised 
eaperts on such work. He merely suggested 
that proposals of this nature were worthy of 
eXamination. 

Mr. FLINN said that he would give £100 
out of his own pocket to any deputy who 
would offer him a scheme of that nature which 
would be economic. ; 

Mr. FitzGERALD- KENNEY said that his 
suggestion was a serious one, aud that he 
did not want to be met by such nonsensica! 
remarks. ‘The possibility of reclaiming land 
from the sea should be examined and reported 
on. Near Clifden, by  imitatin utch 
methods, a large section of land had been 
reclaamed in the eighteenth century. This 
was @ huge sum of money, and its expendi- 
ture should be carried out in a large wav, 
and, if possible, om reproductive work. He 
believed that if the Land Commission set up 
stone-crushing plants in suitable areas it 
could be a paying proposition, as the 
value of the crushed lime for field dressing 
would yield a profit.

Men who never previously registered as un- 
employed were registering at labour ex- 
changes and getting preferences to which 
they were not entitled, The most destitute 
men were still on home assistance, and he 
was afraid under the present circumstances 
that they would remain so, If the tiovern- 
ment was not prepared to settle this vital 
labour issue, he was quite prepared to take 
a different view of the matter and vote 
against the Government. He appealed to 
the Parliamentary Secretary to give a 
definite instruction, and, unless he (Deputy 
Kverett) got a satisfactory answer, he would 
vete against the Government. The present 
system to relieve unemployment was wrong, 
and the money was not going into the 
proper channels. 

Mr. O'DONOVAN (C, na nG., West Cork) 
asked that some of the money should be 
spent on bog roads, especially in West Cork.

The World Market. 


A unanimous manifesto on the economic 
crisis, issued by the shipowners of the 
world, has been adopted by the Inter- 
national Chamber of Commerce. Dr. 
Wilhelm Cuno, of the Hamburg-America 
Line, acted as chairman of the ship- 
owners, and the manifesto carries behind 
it the authority of some of the keenest 
and most highly experienced brains in 
the world. If Lewis Carroll and Sir 
William Gilbert had spent their lifetimes 
in the invention of a series of 
absurdities, they. could not have devised 
anything guite so ridiculous as the present 
condition of world affairs. ‘‘ Civilisation 
is starving in the midst of plenty,” say 
the shipowners. Everywhere new and 
highly efficient factories have been. built. 
Industrial processes have been improved 
almost beyond measure. Human skill has 
been developed, and the perfection of 
labour-saving machinery, coupled with the 
art of mass-production, has revolutionised 
manufacture. There is no lack of raw 
materials; there is an abundance not only 
of food-stuffs, but of all the materials 
which are necessary to the clothing, 
housing and general equipment of the 
human race. The world never was so rich as 
it is to-day. Yet, while the fruits of the 
earth are waiting to be plucked, standards 
of living are falling, want and misery are 
widespread, and world trade is comin, 
rapidly to-a stop.” 

To-day the world's shipping tonnage is 88 
per cent. greater’ than it was before tho 
War, and 14,500,000 tons of ships are lying 
idle. World trade has fallen since 1914 
| by 50 per cent. There is no lack of supply, 
there is an overwhelming demand ; but the 
system of exchange and ‘distribution has 
collapsed. Credit has failed to keep pace 
with production throughout the world, and 
nationalism of the narrowest and most 
stupid kind has resulted in a tegular orgy 
of tariffs and trade restrictions. The 
foolish idea that any nation can be inde- 


| pendent of its fellows has prevented the 


free interchange of goods ahd services 
between the peoples, and we have the 
humiliating spectacle of the artificial 
restriction of output in many essential 
commodities, in order that prices shall be 
maintained at a high level. Brazilian 
coffee-producers are throwing their coffee 
into the sea; Canadian wheat-growers are 
using the precious corn as fuel for their 


engines, while the ships that ought to be | 
| marches have been arranged in many parts 


carrying these commodities to Europe are 
rusting in dock, 
bodied men and women are going hungry. | 

As the shipowners point out, nations | 
have been ignoring the principles of a 
world market. 

The shipowners call for a policy of 
realism and for the recognition of those 
fundamental principles upon which the 
whole structure of the capitalist system 
has been reared. Trade barriers of every 
kind must be reduced, and ultimately 
withdrawn altogether, as they are merely 
harmful palliatives, used by debtor nations 
to lessen the burden of their commitments. 
Creditor countries must receive payment 
for their debts, as well a. for their exports, 
in the form of goods and services, in order 
that the world market may be restored. 
The shipowners suggest that nations which 
believe in these principles ought to limit 
their most-favoured-nation treatment to 
those countries which share their views. 
In this way, they believe, all the peoples 


gradually could be brought back to economic 
sanity—to the inestimable benefit of man- 


kind as a whole. Next year a World 
Economic Conference will be held at 
Geneva, Will. it grasp the wonderful 
opportunity that awaits it, or will it 
content itself with the expression of pious 
sentiments, following the example of so 
many other conferences in the past? The 
creeping paralysis which has attacked 
world trade must be checked, and it can 


| be checked only by concerted action. While 


nations continue to place restrictions on 
exchanges and to isolate themselves from 
their neighbours matters will go from bad 
to worse. If the World Economic Con. 
ference addresses itself seriously to the 
problems of world trade, it may do much 
to bring the almost unlimited: products of 
the earth within the reach of the people 
who need them; but there is little time to 
lose.

suspended and the police are used “ to 
invent dangers in order that the authori- 
ties may indulge ‘in persecution to their 
hearts’ content?’’ Professor Unamuno’s 
indictment is truly formidable. The curious 
feature is that he was one of the strongest 
opponents of the Monarchy while it was 
still in existence. He hurled numberless 
tirades against King Alfonso, and took a 
very prominent part in the revolutionary 
movement. His change of heart, therefore, 
as represented in his attacks upon the 
Republic, suggests either that something is 
seriously rotten in the state of Spain or 
that a streak of perversity flourishes in 
Professor Unamuno. It may be that he 
is playing up to his reputation as “ the 
Bernard Shaw of Spain,” and on that 
account finds fault with everything that 
happens because it has not come up 
to his expectations. Nevertheless, the 
fact that Professor Unamuno attacks 
the Republic so bitterly is very good 
evidence that grave abuses exist. The new 
rulers of Spain certainly went to undesir- 
able extremes. They upset the balance of 
the most conservative people in Europe, 
and expected that at one swoop the 
Spaniards would shed all the traditions, 
habits and prejudices of their long history. 
They abolished the Monarchy—an action 
which in itself was a shock to the people. 
The real mistake, however, was made when 
they sought to exile the nobles and to get 
rid of the Church—two institutions. which 
were even more familiar than the King to 
the common people. Is it surprising that 
Spain, dazzled by the sudden disintegra- 
tion of all her institutions, rushed blindly 
into chaos, and that abnormal methods 
have been required to curb her excesses? 
Signor Unamuno was a revolutionary, but 
he was never an anarchist; and his 
country’s condition for a year after the 
revolution bore a, striking resemblance to 
anarchy.

An army of

of them started from New York yesterday, 
driving in lorries; and columns from the 
Far West have crossed the Mississippi and 
ars nearing Pittsburg. When Congress 
meets next week the demonstrators—some 
3,000 in all—will demand unemployment 
insurance and winter relief from the 
Federal Government. The “ hunger- 
marchers’ are following the recent 
example of the “ bonus-marchers ;’’ but 
public opinion, which was tolerant of the 
ex-soldiers, resents this new performance. 
Townspeople and farmers have refused to 
furnish food or shelter, and the police have 
warned the marchers that they will not be 
allowed to camp in Washington. This lack 
of sympathy springs from the general 
knowledge that the “ hunger-march’’ is 
not a genuine movement of the di:‘-ess 
which is rampant in the United States. 
The plans for the advance on Washington 
were made carefully by a “ National 
Committee of Unemployed Councils,’ 
which is under Communist control. It is 
fairly certain, indeed, that the “ hunger- 
march ’’-—an export to these islands and 
America from the Continent of Europe—is 
essentially a Communist contrivance. 
There is ample evidence that the recent 
‘‘ hunger-march ' on London, which pro- 
voked dangerous outbursts, was organised

Mechanical Music. 


Controversy still rages on the merits of 
music distributed through the agency of 
the gramaphone record or, wireless set, 
Indeed, the musicians of England could be 
divided into two schools on this subjec:: 
it is the modern equivalent of the battle of 
the books. Some hold that the true soul 
of fine music is deadened when any 
mechanical medium is interposed between 
the musician and the listener. Others— 
an increasing body—contend that any 
slight loss of quality which may be caused 
by the medium is more than counter- 
balanced by the enormously enlarged 
circle to whom the way of the machine 
makes music available. Something can 
be said for both points of view, but the 
advocates of the machine are bound to win 
in the end. It is probable that the 
opposition is swayed by prejudices 
acquired when the gramaphone record and 
the wireless set were still in their salad 
days; they made fearsome sounds then. 
To-day, however, the machine has made 
surprising progress, and most musicians 
are compelled to admit that their early 
antipathy cannot. be continued with any 
show of reason.

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STRENGTH OF 
THE NAVY. 


BRITISH LIMIT 
REACHED. 


SIR B. EYRES-MONSELL’S 
STATEMENT. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 
Ss‘ BERTRAM FALLE, in the House of 


Commons, called attention to the 

dangerous reduction in the personnel 
and material of the Royal Navy, and moved 
a resolution deprecating any further reduc- 
tions until greater progress had been made 
towards disarmament by other Governments 
of the world, 

Our immunity from armed invasions, he 
said, was lati due to the fear inspired by 
the existence Má strong British Navy, but 
that fear was dying out, because foreigners 
saw how little apparent care we were giving 
to our shield foe spear. To cut down the 
Navy as we had done was not economy; it 
was the extravagance of the gambler, which 
would have to be paid forsome day. We had 
not cruisers enough, even for peacetime. ‘he 
British Navy ‘was in danger of eclipse, and if 
eclipse cama it would be final. 

Commander Marsden said that disarma- 
ment was an experiment which, if it proved 
unsuccessful, might well lead to the disin- 
tegration of the whole Empire. 


LABOUR AMENDMENT. 

Mr, Seymour Cocks (Labour) moved an 
amendment, urging the Government to con- 
tinue their efforts for a further reduction in 
armaments among all nations until the de- 
claration made on behalf of the Allies on the 
occasion of the signing of the Treaty of 
Versailles had been fully redeemed. Security, 
he said, could not come through the Navy, 
but only by holding firmly to the Covenant 
of the League of Nations. If any nation 
broke the peace it should be outlawed, and 
be subjected by other nations to swift and 
violent action, 

Cormmander Bower thought that we were 
—s money on the Navy ina wrong way. 

e would like to see the Navy become an inter- 
national sea force, rather than that we should 
embark upon a new race of armaments which 
might lead to something worse than the con- 
dition of things before 1914. 

Mr. Mander urged that we should take the 
lead in fixing the maximum for battleships 
at 10,000 tons. On the question of our debt 
to America, the argument used there was 
this: ‘“‘If you people can go on spending 
£600,000,000, or whatever it may be, on arma- 
ments, which you have pledged yougselves 
never to use, you can wel] afford to pay the 
debts you owe us,” 


FIRST LORD'S REPLY. 


Sir Bolton Eyres-Monsell (First Lord of the 
Admiralty) said that he was glad to have 
this opportunity of explaining the policy of 
the Government in relation to the reduction 
and limitation of naval armaments. There 
was a good deal of misconception on the sub- 
ject. It was true, as had béen pointed out, 
that in 1936 we should find ourselves with 
certain old cruisers, old destroyers and old 
submarines. We were limited by previous 
Disarmament Conferences in all three cate- 
gories, but as regarded cruisers, we were 
| building up to the limit allowed. In 
destroyers and submarines we were not. 
Until the end of 1936 we were absolutely 
| bound in the types and numbers of ships we 
built by the Treaties of Washington and 
London. Those numbers could not be in- 
creased unless they put into operation a clause 
in the London Naval Treaty which enabled 
them to make increases if any Power not.a 
party to the Treaty should fail to come into line 
with the general programme of disarmament. 
It would be asking too much of any First 
Lord .to say that he was perfectly satisfied 
with the position, but, taking into considera- 
tion the clause he had mentioned, and the 
fact that we were allowed steadily to pursue 
the replacement programme which had been 
pursued since 1930, he did not think that 
anyone need feel undue alarm at the position, 
or that the Navy would be unable to carry 
out its proper functions. 

What did alarm him was the persistent 
and pernicious propaganda that had been 
cartiéd on against the Navy for the last 
year. (Hear, hear.) That propaganda was 
directed towards putting this country in the 
wrong, and to foster the impression that we 
were standing in the way of disarmament. 
No more preposterous charge could be made. 
fhis country had given a most magnificent 
lead to the world. He believed that the 
need for a navy was bred in the bone of the 
people of the country. Our Empire, he said, 
has been built up under the protection of the 
British Navy, and, should we fail to main- 
tain that protection, the Empire would come 
to an end. The British Commonwealth of 
Nations, he continued, was the biggest 
guarantee lor peace, and, 1f that Common- 
wealth became disrupted, the shattering 
effect on an already over-strained world 
might really see the end of civilisation. The 
British Navy was the helper and protector 
of mankind in trouble all over the world. 
During the last eighteen months we had been 
ealled upon to send cruisers to variosu parts— 
eighteen times in cases of dire necessity. 
Our Navy was doing a duty to humanity in 
general, and for that very reason we must 
have an adequate Navy. 


COMPARISON OF STRENGTH. 

In regard to disarmament, we had given 
a lead to the world. The strength of the 
British Navy in the year before the war, as 
compared with what would be its streng:h 
in 1936, when the London Naval Treaty was 
due for revision, was shown by the following 


figures :—

It would thus be seen that whilst for 1936 
the fleet. of the British Empire would have 
been decreased by 47 per cent., that of the 
United States of America had been increased 
by 29 per cent. and that of Japan by 37 per 
cent, 
He considered that we had done far enough 
in the way of disarmament, and any further 
reductions depended upon the action taken 
by other Powers. There would be no further 
unilateral] reductions. (Cheers.) Our require- 
ments and responsibilities were unique among 
the nations of the world. 


THE BRITISH PLAN. 

Turning to the British plan he said that 
they wished to cut out twocategories of ships 
altogether—the 8-inch cruiser, and the sub- 
marine. If we were successful in cutting out 
the submarines, we should be quite ready to 
reduce the number of destroyers. But cruisers 
were essential for the protection of our trade 
routes, A cruiser was essentially a weapon 
of ‘defence. It should, however, be borne in 
mind that the whole question of disarmament 
depended upon Germany’s taking part in the 
conferences. 

Dealing with the personnel he said that 
it must be maintained in full efficiency. If 
*hey neglected the personnel and their 
proper training they would, in the long run, 

roduce a robot fleet, without a soul. If, un- 
lappily, they’ ever came to that state of 
things, no amount of tonnage and no amount 
of guns would make the British Navy a 
| certain shield for this realm. 

Sir Bertram Faile considered the First 
Lord’s statement most satisfactory, and with- 
drew his motion. A similar course was taken 
in regard to the amendment.

UNANIMOUS manifesto on the world 
crisis was presented to-day by ship- 
owners of all the maritime nations of the 
world to the International Chamber of 
Commerce, by which it was adopted. 

It is understood that the report will be 
handed to the various Governments in- 
terested and to the World Economic Con- 
ference. 

‘‘ Shipping is the handmaid of com- 
meree,”’ Dr. Wilhelm Cuno, managing 
director of the Hamburg-Amerika Line, 
stated in an exclusive interview Me 
Reuter, “and there can be no hope of a 
revival of the industry until world trade 
has been restored to former proportions, 

“ World tonnage is 88 per cent. above 
the pre-War figure, but the volume of 
world trade is 50 per cent. below that of 
1914, with the result that 144 million tons 
of shipping are laid up, thousands of sea- 
men are unemployed, and shipbuilding is 
at a stand-still. Those ships which are 
running are only half full, and the losses 
on voyage alter voyage are piling up and 
eating away reserves. It is with a view to 
curing these evils that shipowners have 
submitted the report, setting out all their 
views of the many. causes of trade depres- 
sion,”’ 


REALIST POLICY, 


In this acute economic crisis (states the 
report) all nations should be invited to 
face facts and adopt a realist policy, as 
was done at Lausanne. The facts to be 


faced are that in a world of plenty civilisa- | 
tion is being starfed because the world | 


market has been broken and is being 
destroyed. 

Without’ interchange of goods and 
services in the world market civilisation 
could not have grown and cannot live. 

The world can either allow itself to slide 
back to a primitive life by reducing the 
standards of living in all countries, or it 
must formulate and respect the principle 
of the world market. 


Whatever the effect upon the interna! | 


life of nations of attempting to exist as 
self-contained units, it is obvious that 
with the world so organised there would 
be no place for shipping.

MERELY PALLIATIVES,

by refusing payment in goods and ser- 
vice. breaks the world market by depress- 
ing his debtor customer. 

(b) Debtor countries must not exclude 
themselves from the world market by 
raising the level of costs of production by 
inflated wage structure and prices. 

(c) Trade barriers of all kinds, including 
artificial or stimulated production of goods 
or: service, currency restrictions, inter- 
national interference with trade, or arti- 
ficial stimulants fo commerce, must Le 
reduced and ultimately abolished as 
debtors’ palliatives which have done imore 
harm than good. 

Discrimination and uneconomic sub- 
sidies in shipping are rapidly destroying 
the basis of international ocean transpor- 
tation, which is equality of treatment of 
the vessels of. all flags in all parts of the 
world. | ' 

All natifing should co-operate, therefore. 
to work for the re-establishment of trade 
and the removal of all forms of trade 
barriers, including uneconomic subsidies, 
and to trade with one another in accord- 
ance with the principle of the 
world market; and to secure effective 
support for the principles of the world 
market, nations should agree to limit 
their undertakings to give most favoured 
nation treatment to those which under- 
take to observe these principles, and to 
give one another equality of treatment 
in trade and shipping.

Are from the question of whether 
it is possible to solve the problem of 
unemployment, it now seems that the 
Government is going to have its hands 
full in «dealing satisfactorily with. the 
much less difficult problefh of providing 
relief works. ) 

The manifold difficulties with which 
it is confronted were revealed when the 
Dail yesterday went on to resume the 
discussion on the supplementary £350,000 
which is to be allocated by the Govern- 
ment for this purpose. Mr. Hugo Flinn, 
now known to deputies as the “ Minister 
for Employment,’’ made no attempt to 
conceal the difficulties when he outlined 


what is being done in winding-up the} 


debate before the vote was passed. : 

Never has Mr. Flinn appeared before 
the House in more conciliatory mood than 
when he threw out an appeal to all depu- 
ties to assist him in his task, not only by 
making suggestions for useful ways of 
disbursing money, but also by endeavour- 
ing to induce local authorities to co- 
operate. He was very insistent on the 
latter point; for, as he said, while some 
authorities are making the most of the 
moneys that have been allocated for 
schemes in their areas, others are not yet 
pulling their weight. 

As for suggested schemes, Mr. Flinn 
made it clear that he will welcome all 
proposals except in regard to road works. 
This does not mean that he necessarily 
regards expenditure on road schemes as 
uneconomic ; on the contrary, he considers 
that in some cases they are of “ hundred 
per cent. economic value,” but he has 
sufficient of them in hand. 

He confessed that, after examination, in 
no case had he found land reclamation 
schemes worth the expenditure they would 
entail; and, speaking of afforestation, he 
said that, while this would be useful for 
the “ permanent residual unemployment 
which we have,” it was useless for pur- 
poses of emergency relief. 

Even the system of preferences imposed 
by the G ‘ernment upon the Labour 
Exchanges is admittedly not altogether 
satisfactory. Under this system first 
preference, all other things being equal, 
is given to the married man with children, 
and the scale is so graduated that, last of 
all, comes the single man without 
depenrents. As an instance of where the 
scheme had broken down, Mr. Flinn cited 
the father of a family who went out on 
road works while his son, who would 
normally contribute his share to the up- 
keep of the household, remained at home.

The Government—the letter goes on to 
state--has waited a long time for a sym- 
pathetic reconsideration by the company 
of the terms of the concession, which do 
not sufficiently safeguard the interests of 
the Persian Empire. It is the company’s 
continual evasion of the Government's 
attempts to discuss fresh terms which in 
the end has obliged the Government to 
resort to annulment. 

The Government, at the same time, is 
offering the company the chance to suggest 
favourable terms such as would safeguard 
the interests of Persia, and not only those 
of the company. 

The letter concludes by drawing atten- 
tion to. the clause in the concession by 
which disputes are to be settled by arbitra- 
tion. 

The company has refused to accept the 
annulment. of the concession, and is await- 
ing further orders from London.

IN WAGES. 


The claim of the four grouped British 
| railway companies for an all-round reduc-

| posed reduction is not actually 10 per 
|cent, It is intended to take the place of 
existing reduction awarded by the 
National Board in March, 1931, of 24 
per cent. on wages and salaries up to 40s. 
a week,-and a further reduction of 24 per 
cent. over 40s. a week. ‘There is a further 
proposal that the existing minimum of 
40s. a week shall be reduced to 38s. a 
week. 

The three unions concerned—the N.U.R.., 
the Associated Society of Locomotive En- 
gineers. and Firemen, and the Railway 
Clerks’ Association—are making no counter- 
proposals, but are strenuously opposing 
the claim of the companies. The maid 
is sitting under the independent, chair- 
manship of Sir Harold Morris, K.C., the 
President of the Industria! Court. 

Sir Ralph Wedgwood, in a statement 
on behalf of the companies, said that rail- 
way wages had been advanced to an extent 
which was out of all proportion to wages 
in other industries. The public would find 
other means of transport, and leave the 
railways in the lurch unless something was 
done to remedy the position. |

CATTLE AND HORSE- 
REARING. 


On the final stage of the bill, 

Mr. PARKINSON said that he would like 
to bring under the notice of the Government 
the position of the horse and cattle industry 
generally, and to make an appeal to the 
depactment of Government concerned, They 
had in the Free State a large exportable 
surplus of cattle and horses. In the general 
depression, as well as the special economic 
crisis that they were going through, these 
animals had to be RÍ ae in the national 
balance sheet, not as assets, but as serious 
liabilities. 

For many years Ireland had been famous 
for the quality of the horses that she ae 
duced. During the last twenty years markets 
abroad had n found for our surplus 
thoroughbred stock. This foreign market was 
not as wide as the market which, in normal 
times, we had in England. It only absorbed 
a special grade of thoroughbreds, 
though it was still continuing, it was not 
capable of taking all the animals that were 
now for sale, and which, in the normal course 
of events, would be greatly increased in the 
months to come. In these ‘circumstances he 
wished to appeal to the Minister for Agricul- 
ture and to the Minister for Trade and 
Commerce to get reports from their various 
experts, and, having received the data, to 
try and hammer out a scheme which, if 
sanctioned by the Minister for Finance, would 
permit of help being given, directly or in- 
directly, to this very hard-hit industry. 


FOREIGN MARKETS. 


The Minister had spoken a few minutes 
ago of their foreign markets. Many of these 
countries with which they had dealings were 
themselves, though wanting our horses, 
incapable of buying them ‘because of Gowern- 
ment restrictions; but if an arrangement ny 
which goods that were essential to be im- 
ported into the Free State could be taken 
from countries anxious to buy our horses, 
a certain amount of trade could be got going 
in this manner. 


A SERIOUS MATTER. 


Another matter that the Government ought 
to take notice of was a report in foreign 
horse-purchasing countries that a tax of 40 
cent. had to be paid on Trish horses which 
had to be shipped to England for re-shipment 
to these varicus countries. No such tax was 
levied on horses sent to England íor re- 
shipment to any other country, provided 
tliat there was no undue delay in transit. 

Some of these foreign countries would not 
buy horses from any country in which foot- 
and-mouth disease existed. A purchaser from 
one of these countries, who came to Ireland 
via England this week, had been informed in 
England that foot-and-mouth disease was 
rampant in Ireland. This was a very serious 
matter from many points of view, and he 
was sure that the Minister for Agriculture 
would deal with it immediately 

Replying to Senator Doherty, i 

Mr. PARKINSON said that a Norwegian 
who had arrived here recently had informed 
him that he was told that foot-and-mouth 
disease was rampant in Ireland. The state- 
ment was made to the Norwegian at Hurst 
Park, not by a Government official. He 
went on to sav that the South African 
Government had levied a tax of £100 per 
horse imported into that country, and that 
the Saorstat was taking large quantities of 
maize and fruit from South Africa, and said 
that if the Sdorstat was thus to be penalised 
it ought to get something in return. . 

The MINISTER for FINANCE said that 
the Government would. do | Gm daygers. possible 
to facilitate the export of horses and to open 
up new markets. There existed a consider- 
able need for strengthening the Saorstat’s 
trade representation abroad. The possibilities 
of alternative markets were much brighter 
now than they had. been four or five months 
ago. These possibilities might prove to be 
very tangible, and when explored there 
might develop a very substantial Continental 
trade for their live stock. 


THE GOLD STANDARD. 


In reply to a question by Senator Johnson, 
the MINISTER said that he had made in- 
auiries as regards Great Britain’s departure 
from the gold standard, and, so far as he 
could ascertain, no intimation, formal or 
informal, had been given to this country, 
Great Britain had acted on her own responsi- 
bility and without regard to the substantial 
interests of this aeons | abroad. That was 
strange, in view of the continuous stress 
that was being laid on the necessity for 
consultation and discussion among the 
members of the Commonwealth on matters of 
common concern; that that action should 
have been taken in that particular way. 

They felt particularly aggrieved, because 
they felt that a very substantial 2 ory loss 
had. been sustained, and no regard had been 
given to the substantial Saorstat investments 
abroad, especially in British securities.

Mr. LEMASS (Minister for Industry and 
Commerce) explained that the bill provided

high. There was only one remedy suggested 
in the bill, and that was a maximum price, 
but he thought it would be a matter of great 
difficulty to fix maximum prices for 
commodities. What would @ reason- 
able price in Grafton street might be 
a “ profiteering ” price in another district, 
and he was afraid that the fixing of a 
maximum mm would not, solvé the problem 
which the bill sought to deal with. 

When they examined the bill they found 
there was no definition of profiteering or any 
indication of what was a reasonable price. 
If the Mivister wished to attain efficiency 
it would be very much better to have a 
panel of tweny-five or thirty people set up, 
of whom five could be chosen for a particular 
commodity. 

He described part four of the bill as an 
encouragement to busy-bodies, pettifoggers, 
and informers, There was a very grave 
danger in the section of the bill, particularly 
to traders in small towns. The Minister, 
he suggested, should have an inquiry made 
as to the prices of commodities manufactured 
here, and the report should be laid on the 
tables of both Houses. 

In the interests of the public generally, 
and not unfairly to the manufacturers, a 
report should be made of what the prices 
of certain commodities would be if not pro- 
tected. The bill, as it stood, would not 
achieve what the Government intended, and 
it might create a great deal of unpleasantness 
and bad feeling, 


GOVERNMENT 
INTERFERENCE, 


Mr. BOGWELL said it was an extra- 
ordinary thing that if there was not wide- 
spread profiteering such a bill asking for 
dictatorial powers by the Minister should be 
introduced. The bill could be described as 
one of Government interference with trade 
and commerce, and they had a great deal of 
it since he had become a member of that 
House, and it was going on at an increasing 
vate. He believed the natural laws of supply 
and demand would do what the bill sought 
to do in a great deal better way. The less 
interference they had with trade the better 
trade would be, 

There was a belief abroad that the high 
prices were the result of Government inter- 
ference, and since the present Government 
came into power and entered into economic 
war against their principal buyer, the 
country had gone from bad to worse. 


MAKING A MUDDLE. 


That was the first time in ten years that a 
bill was introduced to champion the consumer. 
Hitherto the present and previous Govern- 
ments had always been championing the 
home producer; but he thought the present 
attempt was not the right way to champion 
the consuner, In fact, the bill was likely to 
make the muddle worse, 

Miss BROWNE said that in every shop in 
the country they found that prices had in- 
creased, but that was the result of the tariff

WHY PRICES WERE HIGH. 


Mr. 8. L. BROWN, K.C., as Chairman 
of the former Tribunal on Prices, said that 
taey sat for eighteen months, examined 395 
witnesses, and the conclusion they came to 
was, that there was no general intentional 
“ profiteering ” in the country. They found 
that prices were higher than they should he, 
but that was due to the system of multiple 
shops, and the extended system of credit. 
Another conclusion that they came to was, 
that price fixing should be the very last 
thing to do—every other means should be 
tried before that was resorted to. He be- 
lieved that a great deal of the efiect of 
that bill would be its moral influence rather 
than the actual working out of its provisions. 

He was satisfied that, so far as retail 
prices of food were concerned, the bill for all 
practical purposes was unworkable, 

Mr. Johnson said that he was not at all 
satisfied with the bill. It would have the 
effect of going some way towards deterring 
excessive profit-takers from continuously 
seeking excessive profits. He felt that the 
machinery of the bill was cumbersome, diffi- 
cult and unsatisfactory. The evil that was 
most acute was where the shopkeeper would 
put up the price to a particular consumer. 


HARASSED TRADERS, 


Mr. O'HANLON questioned if there was 
any justification for the introduction of the 
bill in view of the fact that the Minister had 
himself stated that there was no excessive 
profiteering nor any undue profit-making. He 


could not understand why it was introduced | 


at this inopportune moment. Traders were 
unduly harassed at the present time. They 
were afflicted with higher overhead charges, 
taxes, lesser returns, dwindling sales, the 
difficulty of collecting accounts, keener com- 
pt and the new form of competition 
rom the travelling shop. The position of 
the trader was exabedinety precarious, and it 
struck him as rather strange that the Minister 
tg choose such a time to introduce this 

ill. 

Mr. FARREN said that it was a great 
mistake to say that this bill was a sop to 
Labour. 

The system of credit, he said, was mainly 
responsible for profiteering and high prices. 
He favoured the limitation of shops and the 
setting up of a price controller, who would 
uct as a perinahent deterrent against people 
charging unreasonable prices for commodities. 

Mr. O’DOHERTY, supporting the hill, 
asked would the definition “ premises’ cover 
travelling shops that went from village to 
village throughout the country ? 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 


The MINISTER (Mr. Lemass), in closin 
the debate, said that the Executive Council 
came to the same conclusion as Senator 
Brown did—that a maximum price should 
only be fixed in the last resort. That was 
the object of the bill. The Commission, if 
they found the prices to be too high, would 
communicate with the erring shopkeeper, and 
if he did not bring down the price to a 
reasonable figure the Commission would then 
communicate with the Minister. Every pos 
sible means would be taken before they re- 
sorted to fixing prices, and he did not think 
the circumstances would often arise in which 
the Commission would recommend a. maxi- 
mum price to be fixed. He felt that the fact 
that the Commission would sit in public on 
most occasions would carry out what the bil! 
was intended to achieve.

“A MOST UNHAPPY 
MARRIAGE,” 


- 


CLAIM AGAINST HUSBAND. 
(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
action which was brought by Mrs. Sarah 
Byers against her husband, James J. Byers, 
of Cornaden, Virginia, claiming sums totalling 
£748, which she stated she had given to him 
in trust or on loan after their marriage in 
19235, and the return of, or the value of, 
furniture which she said she brought to the 
house after their marriage. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, in the course of his 
judgmént, said that the marriage of fie 
parties had proved a most unhappy one, and 
they separated in 1930. Mrs. Byers, on the 
occasion of her marriage, had £200 in cash, 
£296 8s. 9d. on deposit receipt; she withdrew 
£214 from the Post Office Savings Bank, and 
she had twenty shares in Messrs. Barratts 
value £20. Most of the money was sunk in 
a shop which was started at the suggestion 
of the husband and with the wife's con- 
currence, The business had now virtually 
disappeared, but it appeared that most of the 
money had been spent’ in such a “way as to 
constitute concurrence on the part of the 
wife. There were, however, two sums, one 
of £175 and the other of £95, which the 
defendant placed on deposit receipt in the 
bank in his own name. There was no 
evidence of Mrs, Byers having expressly 
authorised the withdrawal of these sums, but 
she did say that all the money handed over 
to her husband was on loan. If it were so 
held, then she would be statute barred; but 
he interpreted her evidence as regards these 
two particular sums as meaning that they 
were placed on deposit with her knowledge, 
to be disposed of only with her consent, and 
to be returned to her if, and when, she 
required them. There being no evidence 
that she had assented to the withdrawal of 
these two sums, or to their expenditure for 
their mutual benefit, he had to hold that the 
defendant was accountable for them as a 
trustee, and to this extent there would be 
judgment for the plaintiff. He also directed 
that the defendant should return the trunks 
containing Mrs. Byers’s property, which she 
claimed she had brought to the house on 
her wedding. He gave the plaintiff half her 
costs of the action.
